10 the claimant's receipt of SSDI payments comprising electronically capturing from a 
deposit account a predetermined amount of long-term disability benefits previously 
provided to the disabled person bf a third party, wherein the electronic capture is 
completed before the predetermine^ amount is removed from the deposit account by the 
disabled individual.
